You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in  said 
Exeter  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  day  of  March  next,  at  ten 
of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1st.     To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  a  town  clerk. 

2nd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  selectman 
for  three  years. 

3rd.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Robinson  Female  Seminary  for  the  term  of  seven  years. 

4th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  trust  funds  held  by  the  town  of  Exeter,  to  hold  office  for 
three  years. 

5th.  To  choose  by  ballot  and  plurality  vote  one  trustee  of 
the  Swasey  Parkway  for  three  years. 

6th.  To  choose  all  other  necessary  town  officers,  auditors? 
or  committees  for  the  ensuing  year. 

7th.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  town  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  use  of  Robinson  Female  Seminary  during 
the  coming  year,  and  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  for  repairing  highways,  for 
repairing  and  building  bridges,  for  repairing  and  building 
sidewalks,  for  building  drains  and  sewers,  for  oiling  streets,  for 
payment  of  the  town  debt,  for  lighting  streets,  for  defraying 
expenses  of  decorating  the  graves  of  soldiers,  for  preventing 
the  spread  of  insect  pests  within  the  town,  for  the  payment  of 
firemen  for  the  ensuing  year,  and  for  other  charges  arising 
within  the  town. 


8th.  To  liear  the  reports  of  agents,  auditors,  and  other 
ofticers  and  committees  heretofore  chosen  and  pass  any  vote 
arising  therefrom. 

9th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  town 
treasurer,  with  the  approval  of  the  selectmen,  to  borrow  money 
in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

10th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate 
for  the  issuance  and  distribution  of  printed  matter  to  call  at- 
tention to  the  resources  and  natural  advantages  of  the  town 
and  to  assist  on  planning  and  development  for  the  benefit  of 
the  town  in  co-operation  with  other  towns  co-ordinated  in  the 
Seacoast  Regional  Development  Association  the  sum  of  three 
hundred  dollars     ($300.00). 

11th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  thousand  dollars  ($5,000 .  00)  for  the  pur'chase  of  a  heavy 
duty  truck  for  highway  maintenance,  with  suitable  attachments 
for  snow  removal. 

12th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  salary  of 
the  town  treasurer  and  each  of  the  selectmen,  two  hundred 
dollars  ($200.  00)  per  year. 

13th.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  support  United  States 
membership  in  a  general  system  of  international  cooperation, 
such  as  that  proposed  at  the  Dumbarton  Oaks  Conference, 
having  police  power  to  maintain  the  peace  of  the  world. 

14th.  On  petition  of  Clarence  A.  Harris  and  sixteen  others 
to  see  if  the  town,  will  vote  to  install  an  eight-inch  pipe  sewer 
connecting  at  the  junction  of  Columbus  Avenue  and  Spruce 
Street  and  extending  through  Spruce  Street  and  connecting 
with  the  sewer  at  the  junction  of  Spruce  and  Winter  Streets 
and  appropriate  twelve  hundred  dollars  ($1200.00)  for  the 
same. 

15th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  twenty-seven 
others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  have  the  inside  entrances, 
that  is  the  entrances  from  the  long,  lower  corridor,  to  the  rest 
rooms  in  the  Town  Hall  building  available  for  use  from  one- 


half  hour  before  the  opening  and  for  at  least  fifteen  minutes 
after  the  closing  of  any  public  meeting  that  is  held  in  any  one 
of  the  three  largest  rooms  of  this  building,  and  have  a  sign  on 
the  first  door  to  the  left  of  the  Front  Street  entrance,  reading 
as  follows:  "To  Rest  Rooms  in  the  basement." 

16th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  twenty-two  others 
to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  assess  all  the  taxable  property 
of  the  Phillips  Exeter  Academy  (as  determined  and  adjudged 
to  be  taxable  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  New  Hampshire)  be- 
ginning this  year,  1945,  on  the  same  basis  as  to  rate  and  valua- 
tion as  other  property  in  general  in  the  town  is  assessed;  and 
not  to  grant  any  rebate  to  said  Academy,  not  legally  required. 

17th.  On  petition  of  Ralph  E.  Meras  and  twenty-three 
others  to  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  take  its  own  risk  of  loss  by 
fire  on  property  owned  by  the  town. 

18th.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come 
before  said  meeting.

Report  of  State  Tax  Commission 

DIVISION  OF  MUNICIPAL  ACCOUNTING

Board  of  Selectmen,  Exeter,  New  Hampshire 

Gentlemen:  Submitted  herewith  is  the  report  of  an  audit  and 
examination  of  the  accounts  of  the  Town  of  Exeter  for  the 
fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1944,  which  has  been  made 
by  this  Division  in  accordance  with  the  vote  of  the  town  meet- 
ing. Schedules  as  hereafter  listed  are  included  as  part  of  the 
report. 

Scope  of  Audit 

Included  in  the  audit  and  examination  were  the  accounts  of 
the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk, 
Road  Agent,  Library  Treasurer,  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Court, 
Trustees  of  Swasey  Parkway  and  Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

Financial  Statements 

Indebtedness,  Valuation  and  Taxes:  (Schedules  A  and  A-1) 

Comparative  statements  showing  the  Indebtedness,  Valua- 
tion and  Taxes  assessed  during  the  ten-year  period  ending 
December  31,  1944,  are  presented  in  Schedules  A  and  A-1. 

Balance  Sheets — January  31,  1944 — December  31,  1944: 

(Schedule  B) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  for  the  fiscal  years  ended  Janu- 
ary 31,  1944,  and  December  31,  1944,  are  submitted  in  Sched- 
ule B.  As  indicated  therein  the  Net  Debt  of  the  town  was 
reduced  during  the  year  from  $307,266.92  to  $269,191.02,  a 
decrease  of  $38,075.90. 
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Bonded  Debt  and  Annual  Maturities: 
(Schedule  C) 

A  statement  of  the  Bonded  Debt  as  of  December  31,  1944, 
indicating  the  annual  maturities  of  principal  and  interest  there- 
after is  presented  in  Schedule  C. 

Revenues,  Appropriations  and  Expenditures: 
(Schedules  F  and  G) 

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures, 
estimated  and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  De- 
cember 31,  1944,  are  included  in  Schedules  F  and  G.  As  in- 
dicated by  the  Budget  Summary  in  Schedule  G,  a  net  un- 
expended balance  of  appropriations  of  S9,796.99  and  a  net 
revenue  deficit  of  $1,365.59,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus 
for  the  year  of  $8,431.40. 

Audit  Procedure 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with 
the  custody  of  and  the  receipt  or  disbursement  of  public  funds 
were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  cancelled  checks 
were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts  were  checked  by 
source  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book 
balances  were  verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank 
balances  made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 

Tax  Accounts 

The  tax  warrant  for  1944,  of  Collector  Joseph  T.  Comings, 
was  audited  and  balanced  as  indicated  by  Schedule  H.  Ac- 
tivity in  the  warrant  accounts  of  the  levies  of  1943,  1942  and 
1941,  was  also  checked  as  noted  in  Schedules  I  and  J. 

Tax  sale  accounts  were  examined  and  the  activity  therein 
for  the  fiscal  year  is  indicated  in  Schedule  K. 
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Records  of  the  collector  for  the  sewer,  sidewalk  and  spraying 
assessments,  as  well  as  the  collection  of  licenses,  permits  and 
rent,  were  examined.  These  accounts  are  summarized  in 
Schedules  L  and  M. 

Town  Clerk 

Motor  vehicle  permits,  dog  licenses  and  miscellaneous  busi- 
ness licenses  and  permits  issued  by  the  town  clerk  during  the 
year  were  examined.  An  over-remittance  by  the  town  clerk 
to  the  treasurer  for  the  year  amounting  to  $235.32  was  noted. 
This  amount  should  be  refunded  by  the  town  to  the  clerk. 
A  summarized  statement  of  the  town  clerk's  account  is  con- 
tained in  Schedule  N. 

Road  Agent 

The  accounts  of  Road  Agent  Alvin  E.  Foss  were  examined 
and  a  summary  of  these  accounts  for  the  year  is  presented  in 
Schedule  O.  All  payrolls  issued  by  the  road  agent  were  in- 
spected and  checks  to  highway  employees  issued  by  the  road 
agent  were  compared  therewith. 

Supporting  Schedule  O-l  shows  in  detail  the  payments  made 
by  the  town  to  the  road  agent  during  the  year,  indicating  the 
purposes  for  which  such  payments  were  made. 

A  summary  statement  of  the  road  agent's  income  tax  with- 
holding account  is  contained  in  Schedule  0-2. 

Conclusion 

The  financial  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials,  which 
were  examined,  were  found  in  good  condition  and  in  accord- 
ance with  prescribed  methods. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  31,  Chapter 
211,  of  the  Laws  of  1939,  this  report  or  a  summary  of  its  essen- 
tial features  should  be  published  in  the  next  annual  town  report. 
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We  extend  our  thanks  to  the  officials  of  the  town  for  the  as- 
sistance rendered  and  information  furnished  while  engaged  in 
making  this  audit.

Public  Library  Report 


LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 

Fot  the  benefit  of  those  who  do  not  know  how  the  books  are 
chosen  for  the  hbrary,  I  submit  the  following  intormation. 
There  is  a  committee  of  five  who,  with  the  librarian,  meet  once 
a  month.  Lists  of  new  books  and  requests  from  the  public  are 
discussed.  After  the  books  are  received,  carefully  selected 
readers  are  given  the  fiction  and  written  opinions  are  presented 
by  them.  We  aim  to  purchase  the  most  im^Dortant  books  of 
the  year  and  at  the  same  time  obtain  diversified  literature  for 
all  readers. 

Circulation  dropped  this  past  year,  but  this  is  not  surprising, 
considering  the  War.  Many  of  our  borrowers  have  either 
entered  the  Service,  or  have  other  duties  to  perform. 

Since  March,  1944,  we  have  held  twelve  story  hours  for  the 
children.  Miss  Helen  Clark,  dressed  in  Chinese  costume, 
gave  an  extremely  interesting  talk  during  China  Book  Week. 
At  the  same  time  she  loaned  some  very  attractive  articles  from 
China  which  were  on  exhibit  in  the  Reference  Room.  In  May 
Dr.  Oscar  B.  Gilbert  told  the  young  people  how  to  obtain  a 
well-balanced  collection  of  postage  stamps  and  showed  some 
of  his  albums.  By  popular  request  he  returned  in  January  to 
display  his  stamps.  A  play  and  musical  program  were  pre- 
sented by  the  children  for  Hallow'een.  This  was  most  suc- 
cessful, as  Over  two  hundred  attended  the  performance. 

For  Children's  Book  Week  Miss  Barbara  Hall  from  Houghton 
Mifflin  gave  an  excellent  lecture  on  the  making  of  a  book.  We 
are  indebted  to  Mrs.  Paul  Molloy  for  securing  the  speaker. 
The  other  story  hours  were  ably  taken  care  of  by  Miss  Eva 
Patridge,  who  has  charge  of  the  juvenile  room. 

The  Exeter  Historical  Society  placed  two  exhibits  in  their 
show-case;  one  on  shells  from  the  Orient,  owned  by  Mrs.  A.  T. 
Dudley  and  another  on  various  articles  from  their  archives. 
Portraits  and  signatures  of  well-known  authors,  loaned  by  Mrs. 
Elbridge  Stoneham,  were  on  display  for  one  month. 
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With  the  cooperation  of  the  teachers  of  the  junior  high  classes, 
a  simple  course  in  the  use  of  the  library  was  introduced  in  those 
grades.  After  instructions  in  their  classes  the  pupils  came  to 
the  library  in  the  morning  and  were  shown  through  the  build- 
ing by  the  librarian  and  Miss  Patridge.  It  is  hoped  that  a 
better  understanding  of  how  to  use  the  library  will  be  the  result. 
The  librarian  wishes  to  thank  the  teachers  for.  their  fine  assist- 
ance.

Medical  Inspection 

Girls  who  feel  sick  during  school  may  lie  down  in  the  dressing 
room,  or  have  the  privilege  of  going  home.  First  Aid  is  given 
in  the  office.  Anyone  requiring  special  attention  is  looked 
after  by  Miss  McQuade  or  by  Dr.  Gilbert.  In  addition  to 
their  work  with  individuals,  Miss  McQuade  has  weighed  and 
measured  the  pupils,  and  tested  their  eyesight  and  hearing, 
and  Dr.  Gilbert  has  given  them  a  general  examination. 

Physical  Education 

Physical  Education  is  out  of  doors  whenever  possible.  The 
extensive  grounds  are  used  for  hockey,  soccer,  basketball,  and 
soft  ball.  In  the  assembly  hall  are  held  ping-pong  and  bad- 
minton tournaments,  and  the  exercise  drills  and  dances  that 
are  practiced  during  the  winter  months.  The  Gymnastic  Ex- 
hibition in  March  is  looked  forward  to  by  pupils,  teachers,  and 
the  general  public.  The  eight  basketball  games  played  by  the 
varsity  in  the  High  School  gymnasium  or  away  from  home 
are  keenly  watched. 

Stamps  and  Bonds 

The  Class  of  1944  gave  the  school  a  bond  for  a  graduation 
present. 

This  is  the  third  school  year  in  which  the  Seminary  has  sold 
Stamps  and  Bonds.  The  average  amount  purchased  each 
week  is  about  $200.00,  and  the  percent  of  the  School  is  usually 
93.  Between  September  and  January,  the  Eighth  Grade,  the 
Juniors,  and  the  Faculty  had  100%.  The  Minute-Man  flag 
flies  constantly  to  show  that  Robinson  Seminary  is  helping  the 
country. 
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Art 


The  Seventh  and  the  Eighth  Grades  have  classes  in  design, 
combined  with  the  study  and  the  use  of  color.  Illustration, 
lettering,  and  perspective  bring  in  the  use  of  such  mediums  as 
water  color,  crayons,  pen  and  ink,  and  poster  paints.  The 
Eighth  Grade  is  having  Art  Appreciation  and  is  taking  up  the 
history  of  painting  from  the  Italian  Renaissance  to  modern 
times.  The  enrollment  in  the  drawing  classes  for  the  older 
girls  has  doubled,  and  they  are  working  with  pastels,  oil  paints, 
water  color,  charcoal,  frescol,  pen  and  ink,  and  poster  paints. 
The  Seminary  is  experimenting  this  year  by  having  one  definite 
period  a  week  open  for  any  girls  in  the  four  upper  classes  who 
like  to  draw,  but  have  no  time  in  their  study  schedule  for  art. 
During  this  period  the  art  room  has  been  filled,  and  there  are 
many  names  on  the  waiting  list.  " 

Music 

The  Seminary  has  choral  work  for  the  Seventh  Grade,  choral 
work  and  music  appreciation  for  the  Eighth  Grade,  and  ele- 
mentary harmony  and  music  history  in  the  upper  classes.  A 
victrola  and  some  fine  records  have  been  bought  for  the  music 
appreciation  groups.  There  is  a  glee  club,  an  orchestra,  and 
a  band.  The  glee  club  and  the  orchestra  provide  music  for 
school  events  including  graduation  exercises.  At  the  Christ- 
mas assembly,  a  cantata  was  given  by  the  glee  club  under  Miss 
Hagar's  skillful  direction.  Class  instruction  in  brass  is  given 
by  Mr.  Firth,  in  woodwind  by  Mr.  Cella,  in  percussion  by  Mr. 
Ranjsdell,  in  piano  by  Mrs.  Robert  J.  Kreger,  and  in  violin  by 
Mr.  KobiaUca.

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Commercial  Course 


All  the  graduntcs  of  last  year's  Commercial  Course  have 
secured  positions. 

The  present  Juniors  number  twenty-one,  the  present  Seniors, 
seven.  The  Seniors  are  gaining  valuable  experience  by  doing 
part  time  work  after  school,  and  by  special  projects  during 
class  periods.  They  especially  enjoyed  making  the  programs 
for  the  Senior  play. 

Home  Economics  Course 

The  girls  in  the  3  B  Textiles  Class,  accompanied  by  Mrs. 
Harold  W.  Smith,  made  an  interesting  and  instructive  trip  to 
the  Exeter  Manufacturing  Company,  to  study  the  different 
processes  used  with  cotton. 

For  the  first  time  in  more  than  thirty  years,  the  Home  Eco- 
nomics Department  is  serving  no  hot  lunch.  This  is  especially 
unfortunate  during  these  days  when  it  is  so  essential  for  chil- 
dren to  be  physically  fit,  but  the  present  schedule  with  a  short 
recess  cannot  allow  a  sufficient  interval  for  it. 


Plays 

It  is  now  the  custom  for  the  Juniors  to  give  two  short  plays 
at  the  beginning  of  their  spring  dance. 

The  Seniors,  with  a  cast  of  ten  girls  and  six  High  School  boys, 
presented  "The  Charm  School"  by  Alice  Duer  Miller,  on  De- 
cember seventh  and  eighth,  at  the  Town  Hall.  Mrs.  Cobb, 
the  adviser  of  the  Senior  girls,  coached  the  play,  and  was  ably 
assisted  by  Mrs.  Blunt.  Miss  Bedard,  of  the  High  School  fac- 
ulty, had  charge  of  the  finances.  The  play  was  well  attended 
on  both  evenings.  The  total  receipts  were  $407.05,  and  the 
expenses  were  SI 76.80,  so  S230.25  was  divided  between  the 
Seniors  of  the  Seminary  and  of  the  High  School.  Miss  Hagar 
arranged  for  the  music  between  the  scenes  and  the  acts,  and 
accompanied  the  performers. 
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Note  to  Parents 


Even  in  these  days  when  parents  are  very  busy,  constant  co- 
operation between  them  and  the  teachers  is  necessary  for  the 
good  of  the  children.  When  parents  wish  to  discuss  any  topic 
with  the  teachers,  they  are  most  welcome  at  the  Seminary;  if 
they  have  no  time  to  come  to  school,  we  are  glad  to  hear  from 
them  by  telephone,  or  by  letter.  The  teachers  need  help  from 
the  parents  especially  in  three  respects.  If  the  parents  will 
see  that  the  girls  are  up  in  time  to  have  a  good  breakfast,  and 
that  they  take  a  well-balanced  lunch,  perhaps  adding  to  it  the 
milk  that  can  be  bought  at  school — if  the  parents  will  have 
the  girls  attend  school  regularly  except  when  the  girls  are  sick — 
and  if  the  parents  will  make  sure  that  the  girls,  whenever  they 
fail  to  understand  any  subject,  get  help  from  the  teachers  at 
the  close  of  school,  or  between  2:30  and  3:30,  the  only  times 
that  the  teachers  can  give  extra  help  during  the  present  one- 
session,  the  parents  will  soon  have  the  satisfaction  of  seeing  for 
themselves  that  they  have  materially  raised  the  standard  of 
their  children's  education.
